The sections of State Law gov- 
erning the adoption of a Master 
or General Plan may be described 
as follows: 
| 1. The City Planning Commis- 
| sion holds a public hearing in ac- 
cordance with the law. Notice is 
given in a newspaper of general 
circulation of the time and place 
{of the hearing 10 days before the 
hearing. 

2, Inasmuch as this .is the first 
time the City of Albany is adopt- 
ing a General Plan, it is neces- 
sary for the City Planning Com- 
mission to hold two public hear- 
ings. The procedure described in 
1. is repeated and a second pub- 
lic hearing is held. 

3. After the public hearings are 
held and closed, the City Plan- 
ning Commission makes a recom- 
mendation to the City Council. It 
can recommend the adoption of 
the plan as it has been prepared 
up to this point, or it can make 
modifications in it and recom- 
mend the modified plan’ to the 
City Council. 

4. The City Council holds a pub- 
lice hearing similar to those held 
by the Planning Commission, 
giving notice of the- time and 
place of the public hearing at 
least 10 days before the public 
hearing. 

5. The'City Council closes its 
public hearing and can take the’ 
following course of action: 

a. It can adopt the General 
Plan as submitted to it by the 
City Planning Commission, 

b. It can suggest amendments 
in the General Plan as a result of 
the seOny: oe its Boe at 














public hearing. 
make amendments, then the law 
requires that the City Council 
indicate what changes it desires 
to be made and refers the plan 
back to the City Planning Com- 
mission for consideration. 


receiving recommendations from 
the City Council can consider 
these changes and as required by 
law it reports within 40 days 
after the reference from the City 
Council. The.law does not speci- 
fy that the City Planning Com- 


mission hold additional public 
hearings. It is at the option of 
the City Planning Commission 


whether they desire to hold ad- 
ditional public hearings. Some 


city Planning Commissions have | 


and others have not. 


6. If the City Planning Com- 
mission elects’ to make changes 
along the lines recommended by 
the Council, it does so and re- 
ports to the Council. On the 
other hand, if it elects to make 
no changes, 
report back to the City Council. 


7. The Council receives the re- 
port from the Cily Planning Com- 
mission and is now able to adopt 
a General Plan, It can be modi- 
fied along the lines it has Sug: | 
gested to the City Planning Com: | 
mission, or it, can at this time, 
adopt the original plan. 

This is an interpretation of the 
procedure as spelled out in the 
State Law.

The housewife who mixes two 

or more types of cleansers in an 
effort to do a more thorough 
cleaning job may, without realiz- 
ing it, be producing an injurious 
gas, Warns Captain Raul Miranda 
of the Fire Department. 
. This statement was exemplified 
in accidents involving two house- 
wivés in separate cases, Both 
Were using an ordinary toilet | 
bowl cleaner. Not satisfied with 
the way it was removing stains, 
each one added some household 
bleach and stirred with a brush. 
One died quickly—the other spent 
a long time in the hospital. 

What happened in the above 
cases was that a poisonous gas 
was liberated when the users de- 
cided ta mix two or more house- 
hold ;¢leaning agents. When the 
widely used household bleach (a | 
sodium hypochlorite solution) is | 
combined with an acid or an acid- 
producing substance, such as toi- 
let bowl cleaner or vinegar, there 
is a sudden release of a quantity 
of chlorine gas. 

Likewise, when a 
‘bleach is mixed with ammonia, 
lye, or other alkaline substance, 
state Captain Miranda, the action 
will liberate a highly irritat*»g 
gas, 

Captain Miranda points out 
that the safe rule is to use chem, 
ical cleaners as the manufacturer 
directs on the labels and to make 
certain that you have adequate 
ventilation When using bleaching 
agents,
